Washington, April 3.—In a party 
caucus, noteworthy for its harmony 
nnd the smoothness of its progress, 
the Democratic members of the new 
house of representatives adopted with* I 
out change 
the 
committee

ments, the economy programme and 
the new rules prepared for the coming 
session by the committees that have 
been working during the last month. 
Important changes in procedure and 
a general reorganization of the house 
will result from the action of the Dem­ 
ocrats. 
The power of naming com 
m ittees was definitely taken from the 
speaker by the rules and lodged In 
the bouse itself. Committee members 
are to he elected by the house, not 
only in the first instance, but also 
in the filling of vacancies. 
A saving of $182,000 in the annual 
cost of running congress is promised 
through the cutting out of superfluous 
employes and inactive committees and 
through the abolishment of the time 
honored “extra month’s pay.” 
Ap­ 
pointive places all are put into the 
hands of one committee, a special 
body to be known as the committee on 
organization, and the scramble for 
congressional 
positions 
will 
center 
about its door. 


Designed to Limit Activities. 
A legislative programme was sub­ 
mitted by Chairman Underwood of the 
ways and means committee nnd adopt­ 
ed by the caucus. 
It is designed to 
limit the activities of the extra session 
to such questions as popular election 
of senators, Canadian reciprocity, tar­ 
iff revision, investigation of govern­ 
mental departments, congressional re­ 
apportionment, statehood for Arizona 
and New Mexico, general deficiency 
appropriation, District of Columbia 
legislation and publicity of campaign 
contributions. 
The important changes in the rules 
under which the new congress will 
operate are: 
The selection of committees by the 
house. 
A provision to prevent filibustering 
under the rule giving authority to dis­ 
charge committees from consideration 
of bills.

San Francisco, April 3.—With the 
departure of Colonel Theodore Roose­ 
velt for Reno, Nev., the reunion of the 
Roosevelt family at the home of Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, Jr., the former presi­ 
dent’s eldest son, came to an end and 
Mr. Roosevelt began the latter half of 
the journey, which he repeatedly has 
declared is his last extended tour. 
Since he left New York, March 8, 
Mr. Roosevelt has spoken in Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi, i/ouisiana, Tex­ 
as, New Mexico, Arizona and Califor­ 
nia.

There is still the division over prin­ 
ciples, a division which cannot be 
healed. 
The breach Is widened by 
making Cannon the minority leader. 
The insurgents arc more opposed to 
the ex-speaker than to any other man 
in public life. They do not like him a 
little bit and will not recognize him as 
the leader of their party. 
There is not much contest among the 
Republicans over committee assign­ 
ments. It has J icon taken for granted 
that the regulars will control in the 
distribution of committee assignments 
and will by reason of seniority get 
most of the good places. 
The insur­ 
gents have long ago learned that they 
cannot make themselves felt In a smull 
minority on a committee, but that they 
must make their fight on the floor of 
the house. There is not much spirit of 
conciliation among the members of 
either faction. 
The division between 
them is fundamental. 


Split In the Senate. 
The Republicans of the senate will 
recognize a distinct line of cleavage 
between regular and progressive fac­ 
tions. The committees nre to be made 
up on those lines. There will be only 
one caucus in reality, but two In fact 
In deciding the distribution of places. 
The progressives have figured out the 
percentage of membership and find 
that they nre entitled to a little more 
than two members on each committee. 
They will make that demand, and the 
regulars will concede It. 
Then the 
progressives will make their selections 
As far as possible the rule of seniority 
will prevail, but such men as Cum-* 
mins nnd La Follette will be given the 
preference and no doubt assigned to 
the Important committee of finance.

President Sends Important 
Message to Congress. 
Mexico City, April 3.—Committing 
himself to the advocacy of many of 
the reforms demanded by the revolu­ 
tionists, although professedly bowing 
only to the influence of public opinion, 
General 
Diaz answered his critics 
through his semi-annual message at 
the opening of the national congress. 
The principle of no re-election of 
the chief executive and incumbents of 
other elective offices and the reform 
of the electoral laws so that the privi­ 
lege of the ballot may be enjoyed by 
those citizens “who are considered ca­ 
pable of voting,” were advocated. 
Tile message refers specifically to 
the application of the no re-election 
principle, to the naming of governors, 
one of the chief contentions of the 
discontented element throughout the 
republic, the president saying that if 
a bill providing for the “periodical 
renovation” of the officials in ques­ 
tion should come before congress it 
the old omnibus bill, will be reported . woul(i have hls earntsBt support
